Homo nioniba ago, before the outbreak 
of the war, in the column* of the Pall 
Mall Gazette I compared the fighting 
-efficiency of the Russian and Japanese 
armies, greatly tu the disadvantage of 
(he former, and ventured to predict the 
result of their encounter. I was some¬ 
what severely taken to task for my tem¬ 
erity. My critics, not being noMier* nor 
poss e —ing any practical knowledge of 
flu -ubj.M t. vm ineapnble of a<b*«iuat«- 
ly. appcedating, the fljfcrtin value of dis¬ 
cipline. high training and Initiative, nor 
did they realize how far the Russian 
soldier falls abort of the Japanese in 
these important respects. 

The superiority which I claimed for 
the Japanese fighting man has been 
amply borne out by what is a most re¬ 
markable achievement in the history of 
war. in the rout, within the space of a 
few hours, of an enemy entrenched in an 
exceptionally strong position, protected 
on the front and flank* by two rivers, the 
former being a broad and unfordable 
stream. We know what the Boers made 
of such nn obstacle, and how desperately 
and successfully they clung to their 
Trenches in spite of lyddite ami 4.7**, aa 
well a* our vast numerical superiority. 
Brave a* we know tbe Russian* to he, 
•uch an overthrow is only to l«e account¬ 
ed for by the superior initiative, train¬ 
ing. ami tactical efficiency of their op¬ 
ponents. 

A& the struggle on land has atJaat. 
passed beyond the limits of mere specula¬ 
tion, ami is now in fnll view of us. every 
factor of this superiority la of interest 
to those who are watching each move In
